the world is playing with an in- 
sidious force it doc3n"l fully understand, 
a force which could destroy or maim 
mankind. 

Thai is why the Bermuda Conference 
decision to "exercise restraint in conduct- 
ing nuclear tests" if Russia agrees lo do 
the same is intelligent recognition by at 
least two statesmen that world leaders 
have an imperative duty to end the atom 
race.

• In I raring the history of the Euglish ''officer and gentleman" 
from 1600 to the present day. E, S. Turner has turned up a w< alls 
of highly diverting material. 

"/GALLANT GENTLE- 
VJ MEN." published by 
Michael Joseph, should 
keep the most enthusiastic 
story-teller in anecdotes. 

One concerns the great 
Marlborough, who, in his role 
of gentleman, once sent 
Marshal BnufTlers his apolo- 
gies for not having attacked 
him when »ciordin[r, to all the 
rules of war he might well 
have been expected [o attack.

• In a small pink house perched on 
the side of picturesque Malvern Hill, 
near Worcester, 63-year-old Harold Sieel 
is preparing to spend his life savings 
risking death in an H-bomb blast.

"We both believe that lovers 
of peace and pi-ople of good 
will should be prepared to 
takr the same risk* for peace 
that soldiers are forced to 
take for war." grey-haired Mr 
Steel told me. 

Mrs Steel explained in 
more detail: "The terrible 
sufferings of men in war seem 
unavoidable to those who 
think wars are necessary. 

'To those who think peace 
is equally necessary, suffering 
may be equally unavoidable. 
No one wclromes or seeks it. 

"I have never been seriously 
ill in my life, so I don't know 
how I mail stand up to pain. 

"Pin-haps it 
won't be easy 
— but if 
we're going 
to have it 

one way or another eventu- 
ally, perhaps this gesture may 
prevent more suffering in the 
future " 

"We have about £A5(X> 
saved up." says Mr. Steel. 
"This is just enuugh for two 
one-way fares to Japan. 

"It a not our intention to 
commit suicide. 

"If we went in so close that 
we were blown to bits, there 
would be no proof we had ever 
been there - no evidence of 
injuries or radiation sickness. 

"To be of use we mult be 
living witnesses of these 
things." 

Although not Quakers fay 
birth, the Steels are "regular 
attenders" in worship with the 
local Society of Friends, 
whose testimony of peace ap- 
peals to them.

Behind is the servant** quar- 
ters, out front thr swimming- 
pool, the race track, and 
stables fur Mr. Gaspers' palo- 
mino ponies. 

Regularly each year Mr. 
Gaspers leaves home to don 
Imcksfcin, breeches, and riding- 
boots, and join the "Mass 
Ride" along the old mission 
trail from Santa Barbara and 
Santa Ynex. 

Said Mr. Caspcrs: "Only 
men — 500 of us. We have 
eight days on horseback — and 
the whole trip costs 500 dollars 
each.

selves. Few spent anywhere 
near this. But £4 was what 
they felt they needed. 

One, the wife oi a young 
arcouiilant, spent £165 on her 
clothes, face, and hair last 
year and her husband calls het 
extravagant, 

The other, the wife of a 
mechanic, spent about £180 

The accountant's wife, 
mother of two young children, 
.worked out this list for me, 
which she felt was basic to 
her needs but could not aflnrri: 

Four cotton frocks, one 
linen and one nylon frock, 
skirt and two blouses, ore win- 
ter skirt, one dressy frock, one 
evening dress, two twin-sets —

ITie Royal couple arrived 
looking happy and stimulated:, 
scarcely at all under strain. 

Bui the schedule pressed and 
I had rime to Lake uuly four 
lull - length black - and - vi hi re 
pictnres before they moved on 
tn make their next appearance 
on the balcony. 

They were on sooner out of 
Mt'hr than I realised Willi a 
sudden horror that made me 
feel lick thai I had nol 
checked the focusing. 

An historical moment had 
gone by, and so, probably, had 
my career as a Court photog- 
rapher. 

T pleaded with a Court offi- 
cial to take some more, but 
there wasn't a chance- 
In an agony of apprehension 
I made my way through the 
crowds around Tiurkingham 




Palace to the studio and cursed 
my own stupidity. 

I handed in the plates, and, 
unable to bear the suspense of 
standing around helpless in 
the dark-room, I went hack 
tn my office ti, sjt out a half- 
hour, which whs one of the 
nastiest in my life.

Before buying or planting out herbs, how* 
ever, rnaJtr. sure the soil k well drained and 
holds' water reasonably well. Sow the seeds 
or set out plants at the righl tun* of the year 
— spring for annuals, and on a cool day, pre- 
ferably after Cain, lor biennial and perennial 
Species. 

Make sure, also, thai what you want to 
grow is suitable- foe your rlimnte and rainfall. 

If intending to dry and save herbs for the 
future, cut the leafy tnps just as The flowers 
appear ai their best and before they go to 
seed. The planls ihen contain their highest 
oil properties and are richest in vitamins. 

Ilang the branches op to dry in a warm 
room, and pnrltagr them later in glass jars 
or cellophane envelopes.
